PRATER  LAKE  in  Crater  Lake 
National  Park,  situated  in  the  heart 
of  the  Cascade  Mountains  in  Southern 
Oregon.  It  is  reached  through  three 
entrances.  From  Medford  at  the  west; 
Klamath  Falls  at  the  south;  and  Bend 
at  the  east.  From  Medford  the  tourist 
follows  the  Rogue  River  for  a  distance 
of  sixty  miles.  This  is  one  of  the  most 
scenic  rivers  in  Oregon,  also  the  home 
of  the  steelhead  and  trout. 
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A/FT.  PITT.  This  picture  was  taken 
from  the  east  shore  of  Klamath 
Lake.  In  driving  from  Klamath  Falls 
to  Crater  Lake  National  Park,  one  rides 
along  the  shores  of  Klamath  Lake  for 
twenty  miles,  with  Mt.  Pitt  always  in 
view,  just  as  seen  in  this  picture. 
Southern  Oregon  is  a  garden  spot  in 
itself,  -where  the  visiting  tourist  can 
spend  weeks  seeing  -wonders  such  as 
no  other  State  possesses. 
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/^)NE  of  the  chambers  of  the  wonder- 
^^^  ful  Oregon  Marble  Caves.  These 
caves  are  situated  in  the  Southern  part 
of  the  State  and  are  reached  from  the 
City  of  Grants  Pass,  -which  is  on  the 
Pacific  High-way.  A  new  High-way 
from  the  city  to  the  caves  has  just 
been  completed  by  the  U.  S.  Forest 
Service,  and  it  is  but  a  two  hours' 
drive  from  Grants  Pass.
